The systrin of sioilinp-cnttlo conimond-* 
itself to farmer;* iu localities where land 
is higrh priced, on dairy farms that de- 
pend on prize biittei' for an inoDme, and 
on fnrni'S wh'To niaviire i.s in derannil. 
to iiupnne tije produciiA'e qualitie.s of 
the la&d. In a word* then, the advnn- 
tafjes of soil-feeding slw a saviiiiT of 
land, the production of an increased 
quantity and qualify of milk with the 
same amount oi food, and the pro<Iue- 
fon and savinjr of nioi>' and better tna- 
nui e than by llie usual niodeof fecilhig. 
The chief objection ur^ed aQ;ainst soil- 
inir tho in'i'foaTd h'\]i< n^r inrnrre l in 
cutting and cavtinj the fodder, an ob- 
jection wisely urged by farmers located 
on fertile, cheap land? Another ob- 
ject on to the system is that it rfquiies | ^^ith ^r'reen food when the condition of 
clo.^e attention and aiinltul mana^G- the animals seems to require this. Of 



VVh«n there ;s sulVnient nioi.-.tirre in the 
pround to sprout the seed this plan 
seems to be advisable, especially when 
staj)]e crops aie sliort and other pro- 
vision.s have not been made for supply- 
ing Stack with late pa!<tare and green 
fodder. 

In localities where perennial irra'^sos 
do not thrive, as at the {South, Held peas, 
sweet com, lucem, Huogarian grass and 
millet may be sown as j^oilinj? crops any 
time alter danger from frosts is over. 
Millet and sweet corn are especially rec- 
ommended to grow in the South as 
green feed for time of drought or short 
pasture. 

Jn practicing soiling it is advised to 
provide a liberal amount of dry early cut 
and well-cured fodder for feeding out 
during stormy weatlieF sad far mixing 



ment. 

There naturally exists soni'' diver-itv 
of opinion in regard to the crops be^t 
calcnlated foi* coit feeding. Green rye 
early in the spring, followed by oats, 
a'ter which come orchard grass and 
clover, until the corn sujjply is ready, 
with roots of various ktnds interperse.l, 
is a popular ro^ypfon. A plan that al- 
lows twelve acttis for keeping twelve 
cows and requires the growth of root 
croi)9 outside of the regular operation of 
soiling, has beeL reronnncnded by one 
who has. tried it: "'Early in autunin 
sow three acres of winter rye to be cMit 
in the spring wh -n dry food is scarce 
and the stock will m' st rel sh green 
food; early in the spring sow three ar,re8 
to oats to be cut and fed out as soon as 
ready; a fortniglit la»er .=ow two acres of 
oats or barley; in another fortnight sow 
two acres oats or barley; ten days later 
put in two acres of corn to be cut dur- 
ing August Middle of June the three 
acres from which rye has been cut to be 
sown with corn, to be cut in September. 
Kariv in .July the first three acres sown

the harvest of roots and cabbages fur- 
nishes a stock of green refuse which will 
sut&ce until regular winter feeding be- 
gins. This number of acres and cattle. 
It onght to be expla'iied, is suited to soil 
that Is not in a high state of fertility. 

A cultivator t^eu known in the .agri- 
cultural world has ])ractised the follow- 
ing rotation lor isoiliug crops with ex- 
cellent tesults: In the fall winter rye is 
sown to be fed green in the spring until 
it i)ecomes too old, when the l)alan('e is 
made into hay for winter feeding. By 
the time the rye is too old to cut he has 
{)rchard grass to nunv and the pasture 
affords some feed. Orchard o^iass is fol- 
lowed by red clover. These two 
grasses, with Kentucky blue gra«s, till 
up the time between the feeding of 
winter rye and the main crop of Eng- 
lish grasses. Osts are sown as early in 
the spring as the condition of the 
ground will peimit, and the crop is 
ready to cut after the last mowed 
grasses. The next crop sown after oats 
13 corn: then eomes millet. Oats, corn 
and millet are each sown at inter- 
vals of a week or ten days to bring a 
succession of tender feea through the 
season. 

Winter wheat makes an excellent 
soiling crop, coming in just after winter 
rye. Corn and niiliet are sown to last 
until early froslji.i^|^ autumn, when their 
])laoe is taken by barley sown in miil- 
summe*". Cabbages and turnips are 
employed for late feeding by many 
dairyn^en, but the authority referred to 
prefers iMiiiti bilrley to titk llairotntd 
roots; 

The plan of extending the ,se^on of 
landing green iod4 Inio KoTeml)er by 
Sowing Di^rley is in favor with a large 
class of Kortn^m farmers. Some maKC 
a suocession of sowings, putting iu the 
fint ieedJa Jnlx the l^t as late 



course all surplus fodder must be cui'ed 
for winter use. As one becomes accus- 
tomed to the soiling system so that sup- 
plies for an entire season can be correct- 
ly estimated, herds may be divided, ^v- 
ing tlie jiasture to young, dry stock, 
while milch cows, that re<|uire but little 
exercise while in milk, can be fed in 
their stalls or from racks in the yard. 
Mr. H. .Stewait, of New York, provides 

fodder-racks in yards and stables, and 
the fodder is brought in from the fields 
once a day in a wagon or cart He 
keeps a one-lK)r'--e mower in the field, 
which i.s covered when not in use with a 
water-pioof tont-oloth. The bOTse M 
taken from the wagon, put to the mow- 
er and the required amount of fodder is 
cut, the tirst day two rations are cut, 
and one only is brought in : the second 
da^'s fodder is brought in when the 
third day's supply is cut, so that one 
day*i f^ed is always ahead. The feed 
is bronuht in in the afternoon for a 
whole day, and the next day's feed is 
left on the ground. When the weather 
is wet two day^s feed is brought in and
